ZINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING HELD SATURDAY, 
APRIL 17, 1926, AT MISSION MEMORIAL BUILDING 


The meeting was opened promptly at 3 p. m. by President Wm. 
P, Alexander. Four verses of “Greenland’s Icy Mountains” were 
sung and prayer was offered by Rev. W. D. Westervelt. 


The President read his report for the year, which was accepted 
and ordered printed. It appears elsewhere. 


_ W. W. Chamberlain presented a condensed report as Treasurer 
of the Society for the calendar year 1925. This was accepted. 


President Alexander outlined the desirability of changing the 
By-Laws with respect to the annual meeting. W. J. Forbes pre- 
sented a resolution amending the By-Laws in accordance with the 
suggestions outlined by the President, and moved its adoption. 
This resolution was seconded by W. W. Chamberlain. 


George R. Carter moved an amendment to the wording of the 
resolution, providing that the President should set the date of the 
annual meeting, rather than the Board of Managers. The resolu- 
tion in its amended form was carried and is as follows: 


“WHEREAS, the By-Laws of the Hawaiian Mission 
Children’s Society provide under Article 6 that an annual 
meeting shall be held in April in commemoration of the 
landing of the missionaries in these Islands, and further 
provide that officers for the ensuing year shall be elected, 
reports of the retiring officers read and appropriations 
made; and 


WHEREAS, it has been found difficult to properly 
consider and carry out the business of the corporation and 
to provide a suitable program or entertainment without 
unduly prolonging the meeting: 


DEERE rPORE, BEIT RESOBVED that Article 6 of 
the By-Laws of the Corporation be amended to read as 
follows: 


1. The corporation shall hold an annual busi- 
ness meeting at such time and place in the month 
of April each year as the President may direct. At 
such meeting officers for the ensuing year shall be 
elected, reports of retiring officers read and appro- 
priations made. 


2. An annual gathering in commemoration of 
the landing of the missionaries in these Islands 


shall be held each year on the Saturday nearest the 
19th of April. 


3. Special meetings may also be held at the 
call of the President whenever any missionary or 
social interest or other business shall, in his 
opinion, render such meetings desirable. 


BEIT FURTHER RESOLVED sthat Articleil6er tie 
By-Laws relating to the order of procedure be stricken out 
and that Articles 17 and 18 be numbered Articles 16 and 
17 respectively.” 


The Nominating Committee, by its chairman, W. W. Chamber- 
lain, submitted the following names for officers of the Society for 
the ensuing year: 

For President—Mr. C. William Dickey. 
For Vice-President—Mrs. J. P. Morgan. 
For Secretary—Miss Harriet G. Forbes. 
For Treasurer—Mr. B. Howell Bond. 
For Recorder—Miss Agnes E. Judd. 
For Auditor—Mr. Bernard H. Damon. 


There being no other nominations, it was moved and carried that 
the Secretary cast the ballot for the names submitted by the Nom- 
inating Cammittee. Upon the ballot being cast, the President de- 
clared them elected. 


Miss Ethel M. Damon called for a rising vote of thanks for the 
retiring President, Wm. P. Alexander, who has served the Society 
so well for the larger part of the last two years, saying “the only 
thing we have against him is that he has been so retiring.” 


A collection of $105.82 was taken up by Cousins Howell Bond, 
Dudley Pratt and Howard Lyman, after which the Star-Bulletin 
photographer took a flashlight picture of the audience. This closed 
the business part of the meeting. 


Cousin James A. Wilder’s play, “The Missionary Sewing Circle,” 
first given eighteen years ago, was then reproduced. It is supposed 
to represent an afternoon in the life of six of the Missionary Moth- 
ers in the year 1840, just after the General Meeting convention. 
The ladies are asked to sew night shirts for the king, and while 
doing so recount many interesting experiences until interrupted by 
a visit from a Hawaiian chiefess and her attendants, the kahilit 
bearers with their yellow capes adding a very colorful touch to the 
scene.

Three of the above young ladies are connected with missionary 
families. Announcement was made previous to the play that the 
rocking chair in which Doris Hair (Rachel) would sit was that of 
her great-grandmother, Mrs. Clarissa C. Armstrong; that the little 
brown rocker and table had belonged to Mrs. Lowell Smith and that 
the scarfs, hats, and some of the gowns worn by the actors had 
actually been used by the early missionaries. 


The meeting was then declared adjourned to the Old Mission 
grounds. With the assistance of a policeman, traffic on King 
Street was stopped for a time to allow the assemblage of Cousins 
to cross in safety. 


The calling of the roll in the shade of the Chamberlain House 
began promptly and went with vim and humor, with Cousin George 
R. Carter in charge. A few misty showers caused some of the 
Cousins to seek shelter in the near-by houses and verandas. The 
result of the roll-call was as follows:

In conclusion of the afternoon’s program, the Cousins were 
asked to pass through the Old Mission Home by families. As they 
emerged from the rear, moving pictures were taken, by the kindness 
of Cousin Walter Dillingham. A delicious fruit drink was served 
from the kitchen of the Chamberlain House by Cousins Ethel 
Damon and Julia Giffard as the guests wandered through the 
buildings. 


There was no formal adjournment. 


It might be mentioned here that a disastrous fire occurred in 
the same block, just a few doors from our mission buildings, the 
night before our annual meeting. This fire threatened the Kaiulani 
Home for Girls, our neighbor. We have great cause for thankful- 
ness, for if Kaiulani Home had burned, it would have meant sure 
destruction of the Old Mission Home, our frail wooden building. 
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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT FOR THE BOARD OF 
MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers has carried on the business of the 
Society, having held three meetings during the past year, in which 
routine matters were taken up and special subjects considered. 


On June 15, 1925, the finances of the Society were thoroughly 
discussed, and it was decided to adopt a budget for the year which 
provided for a total outlay of $4,150, to be met from the Main- 
tenance and Missionary Funds. This included three scholarships at 
Maunaolu and one at Kawaiahao Seminary, and a donation of $100 
to the Aintab Mission in Turkey. Appropriations were made for 
repairs and upkeep of the buildings, and during the year it has been 
found necessary to provide new gutters for the Chamberlain House 
and also to do certain plumbing. 


At the request of the Board of Managers, Mrs. Andrews has 
prepared a very complete and interesting writeup, giving in detailed 
form what visitors are interested in knowing of the contents and 
history of the old Mission Buildings. A special committee was 
appointed to go over this data and prepare a small guide book 
which could be used by our visitors and taken away as a souvenir. 
Printing of post cards of the old buildings and the further sale of 
missionary albums was authorized. 


On November 3rd the appointment of B. Howell Bond as As- 
sistant Treasurer, in the absence of Mr. Chamberlain on the main- 
land, was ratified. 


Since February first, Mrs. R. W. Andrews, our Secretary Em- 
eritus, has spent two afternoons a week at the Old Mission House 
acting as hostess and going over old correspondence. 


The beautification of our grounds has been continued along well 
thought out lines by a committee headed by Miss Ethel Damon, 
and the splendid results of their hard work are very apparent to 
anyone visiting the old Mission Houses. 


Additions have been made to the museum during the year, and 
these will be covered in the Secretary’s report. 


At the meeting of November 3rd, the question of membership 
was thoroughly discussed. No definite recommendations were 
made as to any changes in our requirements for membership, but 
there was a strong feeling that some way should be found so that 
those who are interested in the Society but who are not a “descend- 
ant or consort of a descendant” could become affliated or associated 
members. It was decided to secure the sentiment of the Society 
before taking action. 


It was called to the attention of the Board of Managers that the 
property of the H. M. C. Society is exempt from taxation by special 
act of the Legislature, as we are an eleemosynary institution con- 
ducting a museum and a public library, but should this act at any 
time be revoked and it becomes necessary to pay taxes upon our 
property the Society would find itself in a very embarrassing finan- 
cial condition. 


At the final meeting, on March 18, 1926, plans were laid for the 
annual meeting. Routine business was transacted, and $100 was 
appropriated for a $5,000 fire insurance policy on the Chamberlain 
House for three years. 


It is at our annual meeting that our Society has the opportunity 
each year of showing that it is still mindful of its purpose. We are 
not only banded together as a memorial society, but also to carry on 
the ideals of our missionary forefathers. Our annual meeting 
should appeal to young and old. Time should not be taken up with 
uninteresting details of business. These reports in full can be read 
in the year book. It is proposed, therefore, by your Board of 
Managers, to hold a separate business meeting of the corporation 
and devote the whole afternoon of our annual get-together and roll- 
call to a social and educational program. A change of the By-Laws 
te bring this about has been passed upon by the Board of Man- 
agers, and will be presented for your consideration to be voted 
upon at this meeting. 


I desire to thank all the officers of the Society for their assistance 
and express my appreciation of their cooperation during the past 
year.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 
PROTEGES 


Miss Agnes Judd was the guest of Miss Nance at Maunaolu 
Seminary on Maui, for a few days in March, and was interested in 
meeting and getting acquainted with the three girls supported there 
by our Society. Mary Naukana, who has been at Maunaolu six 
years, is now one of the big girls of the school and is specially 
good at dining-room work. Miss Nance says of her: “We are all 
proud of her this year. While she is not so good in her studies she 
is learning to control temper and take a part in school government. 
She feels our confidence and lives up to it. Her grades are B’s, 
with a few C’s in hard subjects.” 


Madeline Nicholas shows decided ability in music and “gets an 
A grade in nearly every subject in her academic work. I am sorry 
I can’t report good conduct this year,” Miss Nance wrote in Feb- 
ruary. “She improves, however, as the months go by.” 


In place of Eva Kahele, who did not return to Maunaolu last 
September, Miss Nance asked us to substitute Grace Papalimu, 
from Kualapuu, Molokai. The Board of Managers voted to do this. 
Miss Nance wrote of Grace in February: “She is so new to this kind 
cf world she does not yet realize she is a part of it. Her work is 
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poor and she is often in the hospital with very minor ailments. But 
that is a common occurrence with new girls from back districts. 
She may come out well.” 

Helen Iona at Kawaiahao will graduate from the grammar 
school in June. Mrs. Doane, the Principal, says of her: “I am glad 
to be able to give you a good report of Helen’s work and progress. 
Her scholarship marks are fair. Her industrial work is excellent. 
She has been dormitory luna this year, which is a place of some con- 
siderable responsibility. As far as practical work is concerned, she 
is probably one of the most efficient girls in the Grammar School. 
If you could see the environment she came out of you would feel, I 
am sure, that your help has been abundantly worth while. We 
thank the Society sincerely for all it has done for Helen.”

VISITORS 


Among the visitors who have called during the year we wish to 
mention: Rev. A. B. Marshall and wife, on their way to Peking, 
China. Mr. Marshall was a member of the Glade Run Presbyterian 
Church, Armstrong County, Pa., in 1848 or 1850, when Rev. Coch- 
ran Forbes was the pastor, and knew his son, Anderson O. Forbes. 
That was last summer. On December 18th, a Pueblo Indian from 
Aztec, N. M., knowing much about California Missions, came to 
see the Old Mission at Honolulu. In January, 1926, Mrs. Mann, a 
niece of Mrs. McCully-Higgins-Lewis, called with her husband. In 
February, Mrs. Lockwood and Mrs. Graham, granddaughters of a 
brother of Mr. Henry Dimond (of book-binding fame) came in. 
April 6th, Mr. and Mrs. Frank D. Hoag, of La Grange, Ill., friends 
of Mrs. Mary (Cossitt) Lyman, of Peoria, Ill., called and made in- 
quiries for the Lyman family. Several times during February and 
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March we saw Mrs. Elizabeth (Tinker) Elmore, an artist, whose 
grandfather was a brother of Rev. Reuben Tinker. Her father, Dr. 
John Tinker, came to the Islands in 1848 on the “Somerset.” She 
was on her way to Australia, and wished to present the Society 
with a painting which she made while here of the Old Mission 


House. 
GROUNDS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


Miss Ethel Damon and Mrs. Julia Giffard, for the Grounds Com- 
mittee, have seen to the planting of ti, hibiscus, kahili plant and 
kahili ginger, brunfaelsia, montgomery rose, and more vines along 
the stone wall; also a begonia bed. In October of last year a finely 
started koa, also another kukui tree, came across the street from the 
Mission Memorial and were set out on the Waikiki side of the Old 
Mission House. 


In July, 1925, the leaky faucets in the yard were repaired, which 
meant the replacing of seven with new fixtures. In August it was 
necessary to renew the supports to the eaves on the Chamberlain 
House, both on the Ewa and Waikiki sides. In October we had some 
carpenter work done. Glass doors were placed in front of the 
shelves in the Old Printing House in order to protect the Lucy G. 
Thurston willow-ware dishes; two extra panes of glass were placed 
in the Dimond cabinet, giving more show space; the book case 
from the Hawaiian Board was repaired, as well as the so-called 
Gulick cabinet. The former now holds shells and corals of Mrs. 
Emma Dillingham’s; the latter holds the old missionary gowns, etc. 


SCHOOLS 


Hilo Boarding School, which has been in the field for ninety 
years, conducting work along the lines of Christian service, has seen 
the need of a change of plans. 


Before the close of the school year in 1925, the Trustees decided 
to discontinue all the regular academic classes,.as this work was 
duplicated in the public schools. Only one exception was made. 
The classes assisting older boys to get a good start in English were 
continued. The plan provided for the continuance of the manual 
training classes as heretofore. 


Mr. Hargrave, who had been in charge of the school for the past 
three years, suddenly asked to be released from his engagement, to 
accept a position at Punahou. It was too late to secure a principal 
for the opening of school in September, but it was found that the 
services of Mr. G. Shannon Walker, a former teacher, could be se- 
cured at one year’s later date. The Trustees then requested Mr. L. 
C. Lyman to fill in the interval and prepare the ground for develop- 
ing the new plans. 


The change began with the opening of school last September 
(1925) in a small way, but with a vision of broadening its activities 
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till it reaches a larger number of young men than it has been able to 
reach as a school. The boarding department has continued to func- 
tion as usual, and a home is thus provided for school boys or young 
men in the town who desire it. 


Mr. Walker is now completing his training at McCormick 
Theological Seminary, Chicago, and will be at Hilo Boarding 
School, ready for work, on July first. During this past year, with 
the Hilo position in mind, Mr. Walker has shaped his studies at the 
Seminary with a view to preparing himself for the work of using the 
Hilo Boarding School plant for the uplift and benefit of the young 
men of Hilo and Hawaii nei—L. C. Lyman. 


Punahou. The merger of the Honolulu Military Academy with 
Punahou School took place July Ist, 1925, and is an important event 
in the history of Punahou. A boys’ boarding department is again a 
feature in the life of this school. It started with forty hoys, in 
charge of Mr. Robert M. Faulkner as Principal and Mr. George M. 
Hargrave Assistant Principal. Each boy living at the Farm is re- 
quired to do a certain number of hours of labor in the garden or on 
the campus. Every effort is being made to provide a wholesome and 
happy school environment. There is a swimming tank, volley- 
ball and tennis courts, also an orchestra, which the boys can take 
advantage of after school hours. In October, a reception was held 
in order to acquaint those who were interested with the new depart- 
ment. It is located some distance from the end of the carline, in the 
Kaimuki district, near Diamond Head. 


KAWAITAHAO CHURCH RECONSTRUCTION 


It seems appropriate that a statement should be made regarding 
the reconstruction work on this historic old church. In December 
last, the Cousins were made acquainted with the unsafe condition of 
the building and the need of funds to help rebuild. From October 
to February no services were held in the church. Early in February 
the work in the basement had been completed and since then ser- 
vices have been held in that part of the building, but there is much 
yet to be done. We are able to make the following statement: 


“The present need is a large one, to which over 130 Cousins have 
contributed almost three-fourths of the original amount. ‘Three 
members of the Restoration Committee of five are Cousins, the 
Chairman being one of the thirty-four remaining Cousins of the first 
generation. The entire committee is harder at work than ever, for 
the amount at first thought sufficient now needs a fifty per cent in- 
crease to complete the construction. Any further contributions to 
the fund will be most gratefully received. Concrete work on the 
main floor and the basement is so far finished that the Kawaiahao 
congregation is holding regular Sunday services in the basement. 
It will be many months before the reconstruction is completed, but 
we hope ultimately to have the noble old stone church in as per- 
manent a form as possible.”

ANDREWS (C. B.) Our Treasurer received a letter dated 
June 4, 1925, from Dr. Lorrin A. Shepard, of Aintab, Turkey, 
acknowledging the receipt of the Society’s contribution to the 
Aintab Mission. We quote from his letter: 


“Our missionary work before the war consisted largely 
of ministering to the needs of large Christian communities. 
Now we are facing the problem of building up a new work 
for the Turks, who are after all the most needy section of 
the population. It is very difficult to adjust ourselves to 
the changed conditions, especially when, owing to our 
former services to the Christian communities the Turkish 
government looks upon us with suspicion if not hostility. 


“The government has decided not to grant medical 
licenses to any foreigners or to allow any foreign doctors 
to practice medicine other than those who secured licenses 
prior to the outbreak of the war. For this reason I am no 
longer allowed to practice. I have been waiting on in the 
hope of ultimately securing a license, but so far the hope 
has proved a vain one. Meanwhile we have been trying to 
be of service to the community in various ways. We are 
trying to carry out some agricultural experiments on the 
college land, such as keeping bees according to the Ameri- 
can system, trying out a small cultivator and plow, which 
we believe will be helpful to the natives. Agriculture is a 
live issue in Turkey, but the methods are still very primi- 
tive. In addition to this ] have been giving English les- 
sons to a Turkish lad. I have also been writing a small 
book on hygiene in Turkish.” 


We heard again from Dr. Shepard under date of November 
15th, at 44 Main Street, Orange, N. J. He says: 


“We are having a furlough of a year in America, living 
with my wife’s family at above address. We are hoping 
that by the time we return to Turkey, about a year from 
now, I shall have received my license to practice in Tur- 
key, though there is no assurance that this will be the case. 
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“We are very grateful for the interest which the Hawaii- 
an ‘Cousins’ have always shown in us and our work, I do 
hope sometime we may have the opportunity to visit the 
Islands and get acquainted. In the meantime I will try to 
give you occasional news about our doings.” 


Miss Lorraine Andrews has returned from her two years in 
China and is living with her ‘mother in Berkeley, California. She 
was unable to reach Aintab to see her cousin, Dr. Lorrin Shepard, 
but fortunately he met her in Constantinople with his family so 
that she had a short visit with him there. 


ANDREWS (L.) The Hardy branch of the Andrews family, 
with the exception of W. L. Hardy, who lives in Honolulu, have 
failed to live up to their cousinly privilege and have not sent in 
their contribution to this family news letter. 


Mrs. R. W. Andrews, our Secretary Emeritus, returns semi- 
weekly to the H. M. C. office to keep in touch with the work and 
people she loves. During the year she has prepared a compre- 
hensive history of the three old Mission buildings which it is pro- 
posed to print in booklet form for the information of visitors, and 
has completed the indexing of the annual reports, two very much- 
needed pieces of work.

Come at any 
time and if we are not there our friend in charge will show you all 
the wonderful things our castle has, including a dungeon, seven 
terraces, pool of Siloam, mystery room and banquet hall. It is a 
beautiful drive out to the castle from San Francisco by the Sky- 
line Boulevard and the Coast Route, and in spring the flowers on 
the hills around the castle are numerous and in greater variety than 
I have ever seen anywhere.” 


KINCAID. We have been very glad to get into touch again 
with Mrs. Ellen D. Kincaid, through the musical interests of her 
son “Billy,” first flutist of the Philadelphia Orchestra, and one of 
the leading musicians of the United States. Mrs. Kincaid divides 
her time between the homes of her son Douglas, at Charlotte, N.

IN MEMORIAM 


FRANKLIN HALE AUSTIN died March 18, 1926, at San 
Pedro, California, at the age of 68. He was the eldest of the six 
sons of Judge Stafford L. and Mrs. Caroline H. (Clark) Austin, 
and was born at Hilo, Hawaii, December 11, 1857. 


He received his early education at Punahou School, entering 
there at the age of eleven years. Later he went to Buffalo, New 
York, where he had relatives, and pursued higher studies there. 


He was a resident of California for over thirty years, much of 
that time in the newspaper business, serving as editor of several 
publications. For the last several years of his life he was in poor 
health and was cared for by his brother Wallace. 


Mr. Austin is survived by his only sister, Mrs. Harriet (Aus- 
tin) Baker, of Honolulu, and by four brothers, Herbert C. Austin 
of Kohala, Hawaii; Stafford Wallace Austin, of Los Angeles, 
Calif.; C. Jonathan Austin, of North East, Md., and Ephraim W. 
Austin: or weong sbeac Calit- 


GRACE LYMAN BREWER, daughter of the late Professor 
Fisk P. Brewer, of Grinnell College, and herself a graduate of the 
College in 1887, died February 23, 1926, at’a hospital in\San Ber- 
nardino, California, after a final illness of three weeks and after 
many years of semi-invalidism. 


Miss Brewer was the granddaughter of Rev. William Richards 
and Mrs. Clarissa Lyman Richards, early missionaries to the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and her mother, Mrs. Julia Maria (Richards) 
Brewer, was born in the Islands. Miss Brewer was also of mis- 
sionary ancestry on her father’s side. It was not strange, there- 
fore, that soon after her graduation, she decided to enter the service 
of a mission school in the Hawaiian Islands and for two and a half 
years she taught in the Kawaiahao Seminary, a school for native 
Hawaiian girls. While she was in Hawaii, her father died, and 
when her mother became ill, she was summoned back to the United 
States. 


In the years just after her return, she taught in the public 
schools of Kearney, Nebraska, and later for several years in the 
public schools of Moline, Illinois. Here in 1900 her health broke 
down completely and she was taken to Colorado to begin that 
struggle for health and strength that lasted to the end. Until 
1912, she was able to do some teaching. In that year, with her 
brother, Dr. A. D. Brewer, whose health also was threatened, she 
went out upon the land in Eastern Montana and both took up 
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homesteads. When the war indefinitely postponed the prospective 
railroad into the district, she gave up her ranch home and there- 
after made her home in various places, mostly with or near rela- 
tives, in Montana and Washington. 


Her final illness came while she was visiting a friend and col- 
league of her Hawaiian days, Mrs. Margaret Brewer Fowler, of 
Casa Colina, Chino, Calif. The funeral services were held in 
Pasadena on February 24th. Among those in attendance were two 
of Miss Brewer’s Grinnell College classmates. The body will 
finally rest, it is planned, in the family lot at Grinnell, Iowa. 


The surviving sister and brothers are Miss Helen R. Brewer 
and Professor W. F. Brewer of the Montana State College, Boze- 
man, Montana, and Dr. A. D. Brewer, Terry, Montana. 


Miss Brewer was always active and devoted in church work. 
Her final church membership was in Yakima, Washington, and 
when she left there last October she was serving as President 


of the Women’s Missionary Society. 
We Eo B: 


Miss Brewer taught at Kawaiahao Seminary during the school 
years 1888-1890, leaving in January of 1891. In our annual report 
for 1889 we find the following: ‘Those of us who knew and loved 
one of the early missionaries, see her counterpart in the dear young 
girl who came at the beginning of the year to teach in Kawaiahao 
Seminary. Grace Brewer is very like her grandmother, Mrs. Cla- 
rissa Richards. We thank the Cousins, Prof. Brewer and wife, 
that they spared this treasure to us.” 


MRS. IDA BEATRICE (LOWREY) CASTLE. Ida Beatrice 
Lowrey arrived in Honolulu on the steamer Idaho in 1869. She 
was a frail girl of fifteen, lovely to look at, interested in the strange 
new life of a tropical country and in the people of the little town. 
Born in Massachusetts in 1854 she had moved with her family to 
California when she was twelve years old and the trip to Honolulu 
was undertaken to restore her health after a severe illness. Be- 
fore she returned to California William R. Castle had determined 
that some day she should be his wife. 


They were married in Pittsfield, Massachusetts, on October 12, 
1875, and shortly thereafter moved to Honolulu to live. There are 
no striking events to chronicle in the fifty years of married life 
that followed. Three children came, two sons and a daughter. 
There was physical illness, much of it, as Mrs. Castle’s health was 
never good; there were separations; there were trips to the main- 
land and abroad. The years were full of work, of successful ac- 
complishment, and of quiet happiness. ‘The real hitory of the 
fifty years, however, is the intangible record of the influence on 
family, on friends, and even on casual acquaintances, that flowed 
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out beneficently from the perfect union of two contrasting but un- 
usually beautiful natures. 


Mrs. Castle was a promoter of all worthy enterprise. She was 
foremost among those who had visions of beauty that should be 
realized in Honolulu. She was deeply interested in the broader 
and more spiritual kind of religious work, in all hopeful schemes 
of social betterment. She showed this interest through her ever 
ready generosity and through her power to keep burning the torch 
of enthusiasm in the hands of those who were physically equipped 
to do the actual work. She was a conciliator. She never spoke 
evil of others because she thought only of the good. No tempest 
of ill-will ruffled her serenity and winds of scandal died away 
when they came within her influence. 


People appreciated all this without analyzing it. The Golden 
Wedding in October of last year brought a spontaneous outpouring 
of the love, not only of family and friends, but of an entire com- 
munity. The masses of golden flowers were an expression of the 
golden thoughts inspired by memories of a half century of high 
and useful living. Mrs. Castle was happy in it all, happiest on that 
wonderful day, perhaps, in the unstinted love of her own family. 
It was the last bright glow of the gentle flame which from that 
moment began to burn low. But death cannot quench an imperish- 
able influence. Honolulu will not forget.

JOHN HOWARD CORWIN, the son of Rev. and Mrs. Eli 
Corwin, was born at San Jose, Calif., July 5, 1852. Died at Yonk- 
ers, New York, June 13, 1925. 


He received his early schooling in Newburg, New York. Mov- 
ing with his parents to Honolulu, he attended Oahu College from 
1862 to 1868, during the period his father served as pastor of Fort 
Street Church. He prepared for Williams College in Oakland, 
Calif., and at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass., and was grad- 
uated from Williams College in 1875, serving as class poet. After 
a two-year’s course at Columbia Law School, he graduated and 
was admitted to the New York Bar in 1877. The same year he be- 
gan the practice of law in partnership with Clinton S. Harris, and 
at the time of his death was a member of the firm of Harris, Cor- 
win, Moffat & Schek. In 1879 he married Helen Elizabeth Harris, 
who died just three months before him. 


John Corwin was a writer on legal topics, a lecturer on Hawaii 
and other subjects, and an after-dinner speaker of note. His verses 
have attracted favorable attention. He leaves two sons and three 
daughters, all residents of Yonkers, N. Y., where Mr. Corwin him- 
self lived for over thirty-five years.

MAURICE SHERMAN DAMON. 1884-1925. In the death of 
Maurice Damon on December 15th in Albany, New York, the 
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Cousins met with the unexpected loss of one to whom love for 
Hawaii was a deep and abiding passion, For although he lived 
the last twenty-five years of his life in the eastern States, his one 
great longing was to return to the home of his boyhood. Many 
a us recall him during happy Punahou days as he dashed gaily 
out of Algaroba Place at Beretania and Alapai Streets in his little 
brake, off to deliver wedding invitations for some bride-to-be, or 
returned riding the same little pony after a Saturday’s goat- shoot- 
ing at Koko Head, sunburned and jubilant. He was always on 
hand, too, for his Sunday morning and evening job of pumping 
the pipe organ at old Central Union Church. Later, he went to 
Lawrenceville Academy, and in 1904 graduated from Yale Univer- 
sity. Here he was a member of Alpha Delta Phi, and kept up his 
swimming as a member of that team for four years. The effete 
Easterners, as he called them, might, and did, make fun of his 
recently acquired skating ability, but in the water he was at home 
and made unusual swimming records during his senior year as 
captain of the racing team. 


For a number of years after leaving college he was connected 
as salesman and cashier with the Travelers Insurance Company, 
the United States Title Guaranty & Indemnity Company and sim1- 
lar firms. On February 7, 1907, he married Cornelia Emerson Gray 
of Albany, and for several years he was sales manager for Board- 
man & Gray, piano manufacturers of that city. During these years 
one of his keenest pleasures was connec ted with Troop Bor the 
New York State National Guard in which he enlisted in 1904. 
Regular troop drill was a delight to him, for he loved horses and 
anticipated with real joy getting out of the city for the annual 
troop muster of two weeks in the summer. Nothing save occa- 
sional sailing on Long Island Sound recalled more vividly to him 
the outdoor joys of his boyhood. 


The approach of war meant active service eagerly rendered with 
the burning desire to go overseas at the earliest possible moment. 
In 1916, still with the New York State troops (to quote from his 
Yale alumni record), he recruited, enlisted and trained men to be 
sent to the Mexican border, being in full charge of mounted work; 
he was commissioned First Lieutenant in April, 1917, and Captain 
the next month; for the next three months he was in command of 
the Depot Troop at the home station in Albany and in charge of 
the Scotland Avenue Armory there. Later that same year he was 
on active field duty with his troop at the New York aqueduct, 
guarding the water supply for New York city itself in those 
troub lous days. Assigned to Headquarters as inspector and court 
officer, he was for about one-half the time in command of the 
2d Battalion of the Ist Provisional Regiment at New Platz, New 
York. Upon the reorganization of the New York Guard, he was 
commissioned Major in November, 1917, and assigned to the com- 
mand of Squadron D, 3d Brigade, whence he was soon afterwards 
transferred to the 2d Provisional Regiment, for duty on the Barge 
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and Erie canals and at several munition plants and bridges. Im- 
patient at the delay in getting to France, he resigned his commis- 
sion in July, 1918, and with the hope of going overseas, accepted 
a commission as Second Lieutenant of Infantry in the United 
States Army, with Company A of the 32d Battalion, U. S. Guards. 
In October he was transferred to the 47th Battalion, and served at 
Fort Niagara and then at Bayonne, N. J., until his discharge in 
January, 1919. 


During 1923 he rallied but slowly from two severe accidents 
which crippled his back and his left eye. With the hope of recover- 
ing strength he and his devoted wife made the voyage through 
Panama to Hawaii, where a year of sunshine out-of-doors seemed 
to benefit him marvelously. Returning late in 1924, he spent sev- 
eral months with his brother Will in eon but the old strength 
did not come back. His wife met him there and together they 
returned to Albany in the spring by way of the sea from New Or- 
leans. For months he worked in his carpenter shop where, like 
his father before him, he took deep pride in excellent tools beauti- 
fully kept and in exquisitely finished workmanship. He was truly 
an artist in many ways. Like the rest of us, he had faults, but he 
was gifted with a keen appreciation of all that is fine in life and in 
art. In September, the bodily suffering which had been acute for 
so long and which had never really left him, returned, and even 
those of us who loved him best could not wish him to stay. To 
the last day he kept the gay pretense of life, and went out, as he 
had lived, a good soldier, with a smile on his face.

MRS. ELLEN HOOIPO (NORTON) DWIGHT, widow of 
Charles B. Dwight, passed to her reward on August 6, 1925, from 
the Queen’s Hospital, following an operation. 


Her daughter, Mrs. Bernice (Dwight) Spitz, and two grand- 
children hurried home from a visit on the mainland, only to find 
that while they were on the ocean the spirit of the dear one had 
left its earthly home. The service, delayed several days for the 
absent ones, was held the afternoon of their arrival, from the 
Dwight home on Makiki Street. It was conducted by Rev. Henry 
Judd, assisted by Rev. Akaiko Akana, pastor of Kawaiahao Church, 
of which Mrs. Dwight was a faithful member. 


Mrs. Dwight was born in Honolulu October 6, 1864. Her 
father was originally in the whaling business, but later settled 
here. Her mother died when she was very young and she was 
brought up by her grandmother, who lived in King Lunalilo’s 
household. She attended Pohukaina School. She was married to 
Charles Bishop Dwight, third son of Rev. and Mrs. Samuel G. 
Dwight, July 15, 1882, at Molokai. After living there for a time, 
they moved to Honolulu. 


When the Palama Chapel was started by Mr. P. C. Jones, the 
Dwights were living in that part of Honolulu. Mrs. Dwight and 
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Mrs. Lahilahi Webb offered their services as helpers and under 
their efficient leadership a Sunday School, boys’ and girls’ clubs, 
sewing classes and a gymnasium were organized. The work was 
then mainly among Hawaiians. These two women were really 
the pioneers of uplift work at Palama. 


After the death of her husband, twenty-two years ago, Mrs. 
Dwight and her family moved to the Makiki district. She was a 
valuable member of the Membership Committee of the Daughters 
of Hawaii and served as Auditor of the Kaahumanu Society from 
its beginning to the time of her death. 


She is survived by two sisters, Mrs. John Bright and Mrs. 
Robert French, five children and seven grandchildren. The chil- 
dren are: Mrs. Bernice Spitz, Mrs. Ellen Smythe, Joseph L., James 
A. and Charles B. Dwight. 


MRS. HARRIET K. (BECK) DWIGHT, wife of Samuel C. 
Dwight of this city, died February 20, 1926, after a very brief ill- 
ness. She was a native of Honolulu, and at the time of her death 
was 62 years of age. Married in 1877, she was looking forward 
to her golden wedding anniversary in 1927. She is survived by her 
husband and one daughter, Mrs. Joseph Miller, also eight grand- 
children. Her husband, Samuel Castle Dwight, is the only living 
son of Rev. Samuel Gelston Dwight, missionary to Hawaii from 
1848 to 1854. 


MRS. GRACE (CARTER) ERDMAN. Grace Stevens Carter 
was born February 4, 1893, and spent her early years at “Sweet 
Home,” Honolulu, the former home of her father’s grandparents, 
DreacdMes..GeaP; Judd. Her father was Charles Lunt Carter, 
and her mother Mary Horton Scott, daughter of J. Austin Scott 
of Ann Arbor, Michigan. 


“Charlie” Carter lost his life in 1895 at the time of the Wilcox 
uprising and his widow with her two little children, Henry A. P. 
II and Grace, returned in 1899 to make her home on the mainland. 
They settled in Albany, New York. 


Grace received her education at St. Timothy’s School, Catons- 
ville, Md. She was the founder and the first president of the 
Junior League at Albany, New York, and was an active member of 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church in Albany. 


On November 9, 1918, Grace was married to Rev. Calvin Pardee 
Erdman, at that time chaplain and pilot in the U. S. Air Service. 
Mr. and Mrs. Erdman made their home in Princeton, N. J., while 
Pardee was a student in Princeton Theological Seminary, and in 
September, 1921, moved to Chicago, IIl., where he became assist- 
ant pastor in the Fourth Presbyterian Church, 


In April, 1922, the Erdmans moved to Pasadena, Cal., which 
city was their home until September, 1925. Mr. Erdman was Pro- 
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fessor of Biblical Literature at Occidental College, Los Angeles, 
and both he and his wife took a keen interest in the boys and girls 
of that growing college. 


The failing health of Grace caused their journey to Honolulu, 
the home of her childhood. It was a great joy to her to be once 
more in that balmy climate and to see again her Carter and Judd 
cousins, but she did not rally, and on November 9, 1925, passed 
t» the Home Above. 


The services were held in Central Union Church and were con- 
ducted by Rev. John P. Erdman, cousin of the widower, and Rev. 
P. A. Swartz, pastor of the church. Her Honolulu relatives in- 
clude Hon. George R. Carter (her father’s brother), Mrs. F. M. 
Crehore and Mrs. J. R. Galt (his sisters), Mr. Ranney C. Scott 
(her mother’s brother), and her cousins, Mrs. W. E. Bogardus, 
Mrs. V. O. Dyer, George Robert Carter, Jr., Mrs. C. W. Scribner, 
Jack Galt and C. L. Carter Galt, besides many descendants of the 
J. O. Carter and G. P. Judd families. 


Grace’s brother, Henry, died at Saranac, New York, August 3, 
1918, at the age of twenty-seven, and Grace, in Honolulu, at the 
age of thirty-two. 


Their mother Mrs. Mary H. S. Davis, after a stay of a few 
months with her brother and his wife, returned to Albany, N. Y., 
in February, 1926. 


A fitting memorial to Grace (Carter) Erdman is to be a Women’s 
Dormitory at Occidental College, in which she and her husband 
were so deeply interested and where they spent three happy years.

MRS. MARY ALETTA (PARIS) GREEN, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Rev. John D. and Mrs. Mary (Grant) Paris, was born at 
Ewa, Oahu, at the home of Father and Mother Bishop, August 1, 
1841. Three weeks later, her father and mother sailed for Kau, 
Hawaii, where they were stationed as the first missionaries in that 
district. 


When Mary was five and a half years old, her mother died at 
“Emerald Bower,’ the home of Father and Mother Coan, in Hilo, 
leaving two little daughters. Mary was in Mother Coan’s loving 
care for two years. Then, in 1849, Mr. Paris took Mary with him 
to the homeland, returning in 1852 with a new mother for his little 
daughters, after which their home was at Kaawaloa, Kona, and 
there Mary stayed until she was sent to school at Punahou. After 
leaving Punahou in 1863, she went to the Island of Molokai, living 
in the family of Rev. and Mrs. A. O. Forbes while teaching and 
assisting in Christian work among the Hawaiians. She afterwards 
opened a boarding school there for Hawaiian girls. After laboring 
there for five years, she was obliged to discontinue this school. She 
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returned to her home in Kona and in 1870 left for the mainland, 
teaching for a while in a Chinese school in San Francisco. 


She was married in 1876 to Mr. James Edward Green and her 
home was thereafter in the State of Washington until 1885, when 
she returned to San Francisco, and in the spring of 1886 began 
teaching in the Mission School of the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation. She died at Los Gatos, Calif., December 6, 1925. To the 
beautiful and impressive service held in her memory, the Chinese 
came, young and old, the men and women, to pay a last tribute 
to her years of faithful service. Hawaii was represented by her 
lifelong friend, Mrs. Lucilla (Bates) Smith. 


She was a most affectionate and kind daughter, and unselfish, 
patient sister. Her sweet, self-denying life was a daily demonstra- 
tion of her religion. Her labors are over, but “her works do fol- 
low.” She leaves one son, John Harrison Green, of Los Gatos, 
Calif., and a sister, Miss Ella H. Paris, of Kealakekua, Hawaii.

Mr. George W. Hinman, Secretary of the American Missionary 
Association of San Francisco, sends the following tribute to Mrs. 
Green: 


“Many of the young men whom she had taught and advised 
have become strong leaders of their people in China and America. 
For years she was the friend and counselor in the Chinese homes 
on all sorts of domestic concerns. Her special work for Chinese 
women and children after the considerable immigration of women 
had begun was a large factor in Americanizing their homes. The 
night school and church work, at first necessarily for men and 
boys, would have been seriously handicapped and limited, if the 
homes, too, had not been reached by the Christian missionary. 
The normal familv church life of the present day and the loyalty 
to the church of large numbers of the Chinese young people are 
due in considerable measure to her vears of faithful and _ self- 
sacrificing service in the homes. Whenever there was illness, a 
new baby born or an emergency call for hospital service, whenever 
any of our old pupils or the women in the homes she visited were 
in trouble of any kind Mrs. Green was always summoned, and she 
never failed to give herself without reserve, even when she was 
scarcely physically able to respond. For many years the Chinese 
of San Francisco will reverence the memory of Mrs. Green as 
their mother, just as they do the memory of that other pioneer 
Dr. Pond as their father.” 


GEORGE STEPHEN HARRIS was born in Ponders End, 
Middlesex, England, July 19, 1891. He received his education in 
England. 


The early part of 1914 he went out to the Malay Straits Set- 
tlements and was an assistant manager on a rubber plantation. 
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When the World War broke out a few months later, he tried to 
return to England to enlist, but finding he could not do so, joined 
the Malay State Volunteer Rifles, which company was active in 
helping to settle the Hindoo trouble. Not long after, he contract- 
ed malaria and in 1918 was advised to leave the Straits, so came 
to Honolulu. The following year he was married to Violet M. 
Atherton, eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Atherton. 


While in Honolulu, Mr. Harris was connected with the firm of 
Castle & Cooke, Ltd., as an accountant, until failing health made 
it necessary for him to retire from active business. 


Before leaving England, Mr. Harris was much interested in 
the Boy Scout work, and was a Scout Master for a number of 
years. Two years ago Mr. and Mrs. Harris visited England and 
spent some weeks with his relatives. One of the many points of 
interest for them was the old Scout camping ground where Mr. 
Harris had been with the boys in camp at different times. Later 
they crossed over to Ostend, Belgium, visiting the Orphans’ 
Home started by Madame Hemptinne (in whom Mrs. Joseph Em- 
erson interested so many Honolulu people during the war), and 
saw their two little war orphans. 


About a year ago Mr. and Mrs. Harris visited Kula, Maui. 
The possibilities of Kula as a home so appealed to them that they 
completed arrangements for an English cottage at Waiakoa, and 
began building in November. Before its completion Mr. Harris 
passed away very suddenly, January 29, 1926, so did not see the 
realization of his dream. As it was his wish to remain on Maui, 
he was buried in the Makawao cemetery.

MRS. ELIZA (HENNESSY) HITCHCOCK, wife of H. Rex- 
ford Hitchcock, of Kaluaaha, Molokai, passed away in the Queen’s 
Hospital, Honolulu, on September 9, 1925. 


For the last two years of her life she was acutely ill much of 
the time and under the care of physicians. In order to receive 
better medical aid, her husband brought her to Honolulu the latter 
part of August, 1925, and she improved in health. He then re- 
turned to his children on Molokai. A sudden turn for the worse, 
however, caused Mr. Hitchcock to be summoned by wireless. Ar- 
riving with his children late at night, he went to a hotel and in the 
morning to the hospital, where he learned that Mrs. Hitchcock 
had passed away during the early hours of the morning, not know- 
ing that her husband and children were within call and he not 
knowing how dangerously ill she was. 


Mr. Hitchcock and the children returned with the body to 
Molokai. The interment was in the Hitchcock cemetery, above 
the old Kaluaaha Church which was built and ministered to by 
Mr. Hitchcock’s grandfather, the Rev. Harvey Rexford Hitchcock.

Mrs. Hitchcock was born at Waikapu, Maui, and was but 33 
years of age at the time of her death. She leaves, besides her hus- 
band, five children, the youngest being only four years old. 


ALBERT BROWN LYONS. After years of patiently borne 
suffering, Dr. Albert Brown Lyons, of Detroit, Michigan, was 
called to rest on April 13, 1926, just twelve days after his eighty- 
fifth birthday. That anniversary was made happy for him by the 
arrival of his son Bert, of Wisconsin University, whose presence 
we the days that followed was a great comfort to Mrs. Lyons and 

ucia. 


With characteristic pluck, Dr. Lyons until very recently con- 
tinued his laboratory work with Nelson Baker & Co., spending 
much of his leisure time in literary work. He has made valuable 
contributions to pharmaceutical literature, his reputation as a 
pharmacist being world-wide. Greatly interested in genealogy, he 
recorded the history of the Lyons family in three volumes. Other 
works from his pen were on plant life. 


Dr. Lyons was born at Waimea, Hawaii, being a son of Rev. 
Lorenzo Lyons, who labored there for fifty-four years, and Mrs. 
Lucia Smith Lyons. 


After faithful instruction from his mother, from whom he ac- 
quired the interest in botany that eventually made him an author- 
ity on the subject, he attended Punahou; later graduating as vale- 
dictorian of his class, from Williams College, with the degree of 
A. B. His M. D. degree was conferred by the University of 
Michigan. 


During all the years spent on the mainland, Dr. Lyons cherish- 
ed the hope of returning “home” to the Islands sometime. His 
letters to Hawaii always included phrases in Hawaiian, and once 
when seriously ill at a Detroit hospital, he occupied his mind by 
translating Longfellow’s “Crossing the Bar” into the language of 
his childhood home. 


He is affectionately remembered by Punahou students of two 
generations—his own classmates of the early days, and those who 
were pupils in his science classes there in the early nineties. The 
contact extended beyond his classroom, for the young folks were 
always welcome to accompany him on his frequent tramps up the 
mountains—if they could keep up with him. 


His undying love of Nature, and especially of plants, was a 
constant source of happiness, the coming of the first Spring bloom 
being to him an outstanding event each year. It was fitting that 
his own transition from the winter of earthly suffering into the 
beautiful new life should occur just as the first flowers of his 
garden were opening to the Spring sunshine. 
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Dr. Lyons is survived by his wife, Mrs. Edith (Eddy) Lyons, 
his daughter, Edith Lucia (who was for seven years a devoted 
missionary in North China under the A. B. C. F. M.), and his son, 
Albert Eddy Lyon, Professor of Spanish at the University of Wis- 
consin. Also by two nieces in Honolulu, Mrs. Isabel (Lyons) 
Richardson and Mrs. Emma (Lyons) Doyle. 


NANCY JANE MALONE passed away at Pasadena, Calif., 
March 3, 1926. 


She was one of the outstanding teachers in these Islands from 
1880 to 1896, serving as associate principal at Kawaiahao Semi- 
nary, principal of Punahou Preparatory School and principal at 
Kamehameha Preparatory School. 


Earnestly desiring to see the Hawaiian people in their home 
life, Miss Malone resigned from Kamehameha Preparatory School 
and accepted a position at the Waihee public school on Maui, in 
one of the rural districts and remained there for two years. She 
was called back to the mainland on account of her mother’s ill 
health, but after her mother’s death her thoughts turned Island- 
ward again. 


While visiting social settlements in Chicago and Boston, Miss 
Malone was struck with the potential helpfulness of such an organ- 
ization in our island communities. Returning to the Islands, she 
bent her energies to starting such work at Wailuku, Maui, her 
efforts resulting in the Alexander House Settlement, an organiza- 
tion which for ‘the last twenty-five years has carried on a growing 
work in that community and from which as a center a permanent 
foundation is being laid for constructive and efficient citizenship. 
Alexander House Settlement now stands as a fitting memorial to 
Miss Malone’s unbounded love for humanitarian uplift. 


CAROLINE DIELL PARKER. Again has the death angel 
visited the Parker family on Judd Street. Miss “Carrie” was found 
ready and she answered the summons the afternoon of December 
29th, 1925. It had been her hope that she should not live to be 
invalided or make extra care for her family. Her prayer was an- 
swered; after a slight attack of weakness of the heart, her soul 
was released in the same quiet manner that she had lived for 
many years. 


Miss Parker was the youngest child of Rev. and Mrs. Benja- 
min W. Parker, who arrived in 1833 with the sixth company of 
missionaries to these Islands. In the same company were Rev. 
and Mrs. Diell, Mr. Diell coming to fill the position of Seamen’s 
Chaplain at Honolulu. After the close companionship of a voyage 
of 161 days, it was only natural that Mr. and Mrs. Parker should 
wish to bestow their friends’ name on one of their children, the 
youngest. Miss Parker was born in Honolulu, on the grounds of 
the old Chamberlain House, King Street, in 1840. She received 
her education at the Royal and Punahou Schools. At Punahou 
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she made her mark as a particularly brilliant scholar in English. 
After graduating she taught in the Kaneohe School, the Reform 
School for boys and later at Kawaiahao Seminary. In 1867 she 
accompanied her father on a tour of inspection to the Marquesas 
Islands, making the trip on the “Morning Star.” Miss Parker was 
a charter member of the old Fort Street Church. 


A quiet family service was held for her at the residence of her 
sister, Mrs. Harriet P. Green, the morning following her death, 
and at 10 a. m. of the last day of the year friends of the family 
gathered in the little Mission Cemetery when the ashes were laid 
in their last resting place. Rev. P. A. Swartz, of Central Union 
Church, conducted the service and three sweet voices sang in Ha- 
waiian, “Nearer My God to Thee.” When we turned away, it was 
with those strains ringing in our ears and a vision of beautiful 
flowers marking the spot. 


MRS. EMMA V. (SAFFERY) POGUE died at Kailua, Maui, 
on Tuesday, March 9th of this year, aged 65. She was apparently 
in perfect health. Just before retiring early for the night, while 
taking a bath, she was overcome by an attack of heart trouble, 
found unconscious and passed away before a physician could 
arrive. 


Born at Ulupalakua, Maui, she spent practically all of her life 
on that island. On May 2, 1880, she was married to William F. 
Pogue, at Wailuku, Maui. She was the mother of fourteen chil- 
dren, eleven of whom survive her. 


Mrs. Pogue was particularly interested in the Girl Scout move- 
ment and did much last year to make the first encampment of the 
Maui Girl Scouts at their new summer home a success. The per- 
manent camp of this organization is near the Pogue ranch and 
was largely made possible by the unselfish contributions of both 
Mr. and Mrs. Pogue. 


The funeral services were held from the home of her son, Henry 
Pogue, at Wailuku, and were conducted by Rev. E. E. Pleasant. 
Interment was in the family plot at Makawao cemetery. A large 
company from all parts of Maui paid tribute to the memory of 
their friend. 


REV. FRANK E. RAND passed away on July 15, 1924, just 
one year after his wife, though we did not hear of it in time for 
our last report. His daughter has sent us a short account of her 
father’s life, to which we have added a few items. 


Frank E. Rand was born in Carthage, IIl., January 4, 1849. In 
June, 1874, he married Carrie T. Foss, of Marblehead, Mass., and 
together they started the same day for Micronesia as missionaries 
under the American Board. 


They labored in Micronesia for twenty years, being located 
most of that time on the Island of Ponape, in the Caroline Group. 
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As they tarried in Honolulu on their way to their chosen field they 
were elected honorary members of the H. M. C. Society. After 
the wreck of the third Morning Star, in 1884, Mr. Rand accom- 
panied Captain Garland on a heroic voyage of three hundred miles 
in a deckéd-over long boat from Kusaie to “Ponape, from which place 
Captain Garland took passage to Hongkong. 


In 1894, the Rands, with other missionaries, were driven away 
from their work by the Spaniards. Our annual report for that year 
says: “With the gates still shut against them at Ponape, not even 
any communication being allowed between the missionaries and 
their former pupils, Mr. ‘and Mrs. Rand turned sadly away from 
the Caroline Islands.” They then returned to the United States 
where Mr. Rand held several pastorates in New England. 


Soon after retiring from active work, Mr. and Mrs. Rand went 
to live with their daughter, in Connecticut, where they lived very 
happily until Mrs. Rand’s death in July, 1923. Following an acci- 
dent in the Cambridge Library, Mr. Rand passed away at the Wal- 
tham Hospital, Waltham, Mass. He leaves one daughter, Mrs. 
Arthur Varley, and two granddaughters, Caroline and Dorothy 
Varley, of Portland, Conn. 


MRS. MARGUERITE (WILSON) SCHOEN, wife of Robert 
Clyde Schoen, of Honolulu, died in San Francisco on December 
18, 1925, from blood poisoning. A lovable, fine woman, taken from 
the home where she was particularly needed. 


JOHN ALISON SCOTT. When, on November 12, 1925, death 
summoned Mr. John A. Scott, one of Hawaii’s prominent, out- 
standing builders laid aside all business cares and civic responsi- 
bilities, to pass on to the other side, where he awaits his loved 


ones. 


Mr. John Alison Scott was born in Almonte, Ontario, Canada, 
September 5, 1848. He came to Hawaii in November of 1879 in 
the employ of Claus Spreckels. In 1883 he took over the manage- 
ment of the Hilo Sugar Company, in which he continued till his 
removal to Honolulu in 1919. His death took place in his new 
home at 2035 Keeaumoku Street, Honolulu, 


The deceased left a wife and three children: Alvah A. Scott, 
Manager of Honolulu Plantation; Irwin Scott, Assistant General 
Superintendent of Matson Navigation Company, San Francisco; 
and Mrs. Margaret Hughes, residing at 2035 Keeaumoku Street. 


Mr. Scott was asked to take charge of Wainaku Plantation at 
a time when the owners were seriously considering closing the 
mill entirely “as it had always been a failure.” Through him the 
Wainaku and the Amauulu Plantations w ere amalgamated, forming 
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the present Hilo Sugar Company. During the thirty-five years in 
which Mr. Scott served as manager, the Hilo Sugar Company grew 
into one of the most successful plantations in the Islands. And he 
accomplished this in the days when he, himself, must needs serve 
as manager, engineer, skilled agriculturist and office force. 


He was a man of keen insight. He believed in the future pos- 
sibilities of Hilo, and took an active interest in better roads, harbor 
improvements, the building of docks, the water supply, the tele- 
phone and the electric lighting. He was an active promoter in 
organizing the Chamber of Commerce. 


The Hilo Library stands today a monument to the efforts of 
Mr. Scott and Mr. C. C. Kennedy, though particularly to Mr. 
Scott, who gave not only financially but his time and strength in 
securing funds, in superintending the construction of the building, 
and in serving for many years as President of the Library Asso- 
ciation. 


For the First Foreign Church Mr. Scott always held a great 
aloha. He took an active interest in the erection of the present 
beautiful little church and the Social Hall, and gave largely to its 
maintenance. He was faithful in his attendance, and vitally up- 
held every effort put forth by the church. Especially was he in- 
terested in the Sunday School—in him, the children had a staunch 
friend. 


It is in Hilo that Mr. Scott spent his best years of active ser- 
vice; it is in Hilo, especially, that he is remembered as a man who 
“did things” through sheer courage and indomitable will, as a man 
of energy, uprightness and fearlessness in business, as a man of 
vision and progressive ideals in community affairs, and as a reliable 
friend and a benefactor in his church.

MRS. EMMA J. (DICKENSON) SMITH, wife of Dr. Arthur 
H. Smith, died January 28, 1926, in Tunghsien, North China, aged 
77 years. 


Mrs. Smith and her husband went to China in 1872 as Amert- 
can Board missionaries and for fifty-three years she was inde- 
fatigable in her work among the Chinese people. Her use of 
Scripture, her power in prayer, her great faith in the simple gospel, 
her interests in the spiritual work of the hospitals, her efforts in 
béhalf of the soldiers of North China—all these and much more 
will be held in grateful and inspiring memory by a host of Chinese 
and American friends. 


Dr. and Mrs. Smith are among the best-known of all the Ameri- 
can missionaries in China. Dr. Smith’s books on Chinese customs 
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are standard works. Mrs. Smith, also, wrote books for the Chinese 
in their own language. 


The Smiths celebrated their Golden Wedding on September 8, 
1921, at their home in China. 


An only son died in 1906. Mrs. Smith is survived by her hus- 
band and her sister, Mrs. W. C. Merritt, of Claremont, Calif. 


FREDERICK GALEN SNOW, son of Rev. and Mrs. B. G. 
Snow, pioneer missionaries to Micronesia, was born on the Island 
of Kusaie, Caroline Islands, March 9th, 1858. He spent a happy 
childhood there and on the Island of Ebon, of the Marshall Group. 


When he was six years old he came with his parents to Hono- 
lulu, where he spent six months in Dr. Luther H. Gulick’s family. 
His parents decided to take him back to Kusaie and Ebon for two 
years. After that time, Mrs. Snow with her two children, returned 
to her old home in the eastern part of Maine, where a very warm 
welcome awaited them. Among the many new and interesting ex- 
periences of these children of the tropics, was their first snow 
storm. They ran from one window to another and were disap- 
pointed that the flakes were smaller than they had seen in pictures. 


Later Frederick lived for two years in the Missionary Home at 
Auburndale, Mass. Then he attended school at Westboro, Mass., 
and the School of Technology at Worcester, Mass. His training 
in mechanics, he took with Kendall & Roberts in Cambridgeport, 
Mass., and also at Sturdevants in Jamaica Plain, Mass. 


He returned through the Straits of Magellan to Micronesia in 
1885, as engineer on the fourth Morning Star, and when he reached 
Kusaie he received a warm welcome from his boyhood friends. 
After one trip on the Morning Star, he settled in Honolulu where 
he became a member of Dr. E. G. Beckwith’s church, having taken 
his letter from the Congregational Church in Auburndale. He 
was ever a faithful attendant at church and was respected and 
honored for his integrity and kindly spirit of helpfulness. 


While connected with Pahala Plantation, Hawaii, for several 
months, one of the Chinese laborers said of him.: “Mr. Snow no 
smoke, no drink, no swear, too much good man.” He took up 
coffee raising in Olaa in 1895 and later the dairy business, making 
his home there. In 1898 he married Miss Mary R. Hitchcock, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Hitchcock, of Hilo. 


He was laid aside the last year and a quarter of his life by 
paralysis. On March 26, 1926, after twenty-eight years of happy 
married life he was called to his Heavenly Home to meet his 
Saviour and life friend Christ Jesus. It was interesting to see how 
the different people who had known and worked with him came to 
have a last glimpse of their friend, bringing many floral offerings 
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as expressions of their deep affection for him. He passed away 
at the home of Mrs. Mary T. Hitchcock, Hilo, and the inter- 
ment was in Homelani Cemetery there. He leaves his wife and 
an only sister, Miss Caroline Snow. of Honolulu. 
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WILLIAM STETSON TERRY. After a year of failing 
health, Mr. Willard S. Terry passed from this life on August 6, 
1925, at the age of 69, while at his summer home “Hale Ohia,” 
near the volcano. 


Born in New Bedford, Mass., December 16, 1855, he came west 
to California as a boy. At the age of twenty-four he moved west 
again to begin a life of forty-six years in these Islands, making his 
home for the greater part of forty-four years in or near Hilo, on 
the Island of Hawaii. He engaged first in the blacksmithing trade 
with his brother-in-law, Henry Porter, at Hilo. 


In 1887 Mr. Terry accepted the position of head of Manual 
‘Training, then a new department, at the Kamehameha School for 
Boys, Honolulu, which he filled acceptably for two years. He was 
married at the Damon home on Chaplain Lane, January 23, 1890, 
to Miss Cassie Reamer, Principal of the Kamehameha Preparatory 
School. In July of that year Mr. and Mrs Terry left Honolulu 
and became joint principals of the Hilo Boys’ Boarding School, he 
being in charge of the manual training and field work. They held 
this position for seven years. For the last twenty-five years of his 
life, Mr. Terry was engaged in the coffee industry in Hilo. 


He had the happy faculty of seeing the humorous side of life 
and his hearty contagious laugh helped to cheer many a discour- 
aged soul when he visited “the sick and in prison,” or when he 
met his friends casually. He was particularly fitted for work 
among prisoners and gave himself heartily to such work in Hilo 
and at the volcano camps. “The children all loved him. He was a 
good storyteller and could keep a whole roomful of children inter- 
ested.” 


He leaves a widow, three nieces, a nephew and several grand- 
nieces and nephews. 
This report would not be complete without reference to the dis- 
tinct loss which our Library sustained last November in the death 


of Mr. Howard M. Ballou. 


For about twenty years Mr. Ballou assisted Cousin George R. 
Carter in collecting, assembling and cataloging his library of books, 
pamphlets and magazine articles relating to these Islands. When 
Mr. Carter, a few years ago, made the gift of his entire Hawaiian 
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library to the Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society, Mr. Ballou 
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continued to act as Director of the Library, which position he held 
to within a few months of his death. 


Mr. Ballou was an authority on Hawaiian history and we miss 
his advice and judgment on many matters pertaining to the his- 
torical side of our work. 


The last thing he was particularly interested in was obtaining 
a complete set of “The Friend” for the library, of which publica- 
tion there are still a few numbers needed.
